Pre-apprent i cesh i p Training is conducted under legislation 
introducted by the State Government in 1975, and is a training 
system in which trainees, who are normally school leavers, 
study full time at Technical Colleges or Schools for periods 
of from 6 months to 12 months before entering apprenticeships 
under special conditions. 

The trade for which the course is established must lend itself 
to full time training and be able to be appropr i ate I y taught 
in that form of operation. 

Courses generally are developed on the basis of 40$ trade 
schooling, 40$ appropriate industrial experience and 20$ 
personal development of the trainee having regard to the 
industry in which the graduate will be employed.

SYNOPSIS 


Nominations for Apprentice of the Year are made by Heads of 

Departments on the basis of one nominee per trade department. 

Submissions include details as follows:- 

1. Leadership - ability to command respect and direct 
the development of others, both in the trade and in 
the community. 

2. Personality - based on observations made by instructors. 

3. Social and Recreational Interests - based on 
participation and achievements in the sporting field, 
in community and youth organisations and on cultural 
activities as presented in the submission. 

4. Academic and Practical Ability - based on recorded 
achievements (including awards, scholarships, etc.) 

5. Candidates ambitions and motives for continuing 
personal development. 

6. Membership of associations, societies, etc. 

Interviews are then held before the Panel of Judges to 

evaluate nominees and select an Apprentice of the Year.

HISTORY OF THE BENDER CUP 


In 1964 a suggestion was made by Mr. Stan Bellamy of Benders 
Busways to Mrs. N.E. Bender, that a Perpetual Trophy should 
be donated by the Company to the apprentice who, in his final 
year at school,, was selected as being the outstanding 
apprentice in all trades taught at the Gordon Institute of 
Technology. 

This trophy was to be an incentive to apprentices to encourage 
them to do well in their chosen trade. As a further 
encouragement, Mrs. Bender also presented the recipient with 
a small replica cup together with a cheque in a sealed 
envelope. 

The Principal at that time, Mr. H.E. Nicol, agreed that the 
presentation of such a cup would foster the Apprentice of the 
Year idea and a goal to be achieved by every apprentice in 
the Geelong Region. 

There is no doubt that this objective has been attained over 
the years; and will continue to be administered by the 
Committee.
